Diaz at Head of Troops. 

Gen. os came into his own late this ater 
noon so far as a manifestation of popular 
approval was concerned. Riding at the head 
of his troops, which for nine days withstood , 
the attacks of the government, Diaz received 
such a reception as had not been witnessed 
here since the triumphal entry of Madero at 
the close of his revolution. 

Crowds filled the streets to witness the 
march out of the troops from the arsenal and 
the big square in front of the na onal palace, 
where the troops passed in review before the 
new president, was one great mags of bu- 
manity. In the line were the guns which had 
battered the palace and squads of men with- 
eut uniforms bore witness to the fact that 
Diaz had the support of othersthan mutinous 


soldiers. 


Cordially Received by Huerta. 

Gen. Diaz, true to his standing es a_retired 
army officer, was dressed in civilian clothes. 
He was on horseback. A. detachment of 
troops followed and then a line of carriages, 
eontaining the new members of the cabinet. 
At the palace Diaz and his staff were r-- 
ceived by President Huerta in a most cordial 
manner, and felicitations were exchanged. 

Flags floated everywhere along the line of 
march, and the appearance of Diaz was the 
signal for a great demonstration. Confetti 
and flowers were thrown from the balconics 
and “ vivas’’ sounded in a vast chorus, in 
which the foreigners joined. 

At the close the review the troops were 
dispatched to tke different barracks. 

The crowds/continued their jollification. 
Thousands manched through the downtown 
district, carrying banners and dividing the 
“ vivas’”’ between the popular idols—Huerta, 
the president, and Diaz, the conqueror. 

All political prisoners throughout the coun- 
try have been ordered released by President 
Huerta. 

One hundred and fifty prisoners in the 
penitentiary here, hitherto overlooked, were 
discovered this afternoon and set free. 


Fear Peace Is Impossible. 

Only the most optimistic residents of the. 
Mexican capital pretend to believe that the 
substitution of Gen. Huerta.for Francisco 
Madero will result in the restoration of com- 
plete peace throughout the republic. It re- 
mains to be seen how many of the rebel! 
leaders will accept the invitatipn extended to 
them by Huerta to join in an effort to restore 
normal conditions. 

It appears to be taken for granted that 
Emiliano Zapata, “ the irreconcilable rebel,” 
will continue at the head of his powerful 
force in the south, while Dr. Vasquez Gomez 
by the issue of his proclamation claiming the 
presidency has rendered conditions in the 
north problematical. 


May Want Better Representation. 

Those familiar with the propaganda of the 
northern rebels, express the belief that Pas- 
cual Orozco, Inez Salazar, and other leaders 
may not be satisfied with the selection of only 
one of their comrades, David de la Fuenta, as 
a cabinet minister. 

On the other hand, f fs well known that 
the men who have been operating in the 
north are tired of fighting and have repeated- 
ly said that their main object in doing s0.Was 
the removal of Francisco Madero from 
power. 

Dispatches from the interior told of the 
activity of Zapatistas at various points and 
of fresh uprisings in the state of Tlaxcala, 
headed by the ex-governor of Hidalgo. 

Although willing to come to reasonable 
terms with the rebels, the new administra- 
tion is determined to use the army for the 
suppression of independent anarchistic bands 
which have hitherto counted upon the sup- 
port of those whose sole object wes the re- 
moval of Francisco Madero. 


Diaz Denies He Had Madero Slain. 

Felix Diaz denied responsibility for the 
execution of Gustavo Madero and Adolfo 
Basso, superintendent of the national Palace. 
The official report on the death of Gustavo 
Madero says: 

“He was being removed from one part of 
the arsenal to another when he made a dash 
for liberty. The officers in charge fired at 
him and killed him.” 

Adolfo Basso, an old man, was killed in- 
side the rebel lines.

Tells Business Men There Is Less Gratt, 
Less Scandal, and Better Police Pro- 
tection. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—There is less 
graft, there is less scandal, police protec- 
tion is better, and nature appears more 
beautiful in Washington than in any city 
in this country, President Taft declared to- 
night in his farewell speech to the business 
and professiona] men of the capital. 

“I have been here for the last nine years 
continuously,” said the president. “I be- 
lieve I have been in such positions as to know 
if graft or undue gain at the expense of the 
public were rife or had anp.gubstantiel ex- 
igtence. : 

“I do not mean to say that every man in 
Washington tn business or in banking is as 
pure and as disinterested as 4 saint, but I 
do mean to say that, as cities go, there is no 
city in the country where there is less graft, 
where there is less food for scandal, where 
there is less manipulation for the private 
exploitation of individuals at the expense of 
the public than in Washington. . 

“Iodon'’t' know of any better policed city 
than the city of Washington; I don’t know 
any city where the Sunday laws and the 
“iquor laws are better observed than they are 
here.”

Intimation That Bryan Is for 
Pan-American Mediation.

The Pan-American mediation proposal made 


by John Barrett, director general of the | 


Pan-American union, in connection with the 
Mexican situation, is attracting renewed at- 
tention, as a result of the continuance of 
anarchical] conditions in the neighboring re- 
public. 

It would not be surprising should Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan, upon his assumption 
of the office of secretary of state. give se- 
rious consideration to the advisability of 
putting the Barrett plan into effect. 

At a recent dinner Senator Hoke Smith of 
Georgia said he knew Mr. Bryan felt that 
the great work of the state department 
should be in the direction of codperation 
with the Latin-American republics. 

Senator Gore of Oklahoma, who with Sen- 
ator Smith is close to President Elect WIl- 
son, declared the United States should not 


use the mailed hand in its relations with 


Pan-American affairs, but should display a 
spirit of generosity. 


Liked by Other Republics. 

There is no question as to the popularity 
of the Barrett proposal with South and Cen- 
tral American statesmen. Many of them 
have cabled to Mr. Barrett their appreciation 
of his suggestion that their countries act with 
the United States in mediating in Mexico. It 
is a recognition of their right to participate 
in the settlement of questions arising mn the 
western hemisphere, which has been dis- 
regarded in the past, or, at the most, re- 
luctantly granted. 

Besides Latin Americans, a large number 
of prominent citizens of the United States 
have written or telegraphed to Mr. Barrett 
expressing their approval of his plan. Among 
this number are members of the senate and 
house of representatives. 

In suggesting Pan-American mediation it 
is known Mr. Barrett had in mind the pro- 
tection of American interests and respect for 
the sovereignty of Mexico as well as the se- 
curing of coUperation between the United 
States and the southern republics, 


Barrett Acted on Advice. 

Before he made public his suggestion he haa 
conferred with a number of senators and 
representatives, who urged him to take this 
course in order to center attention upon this 
novel yet internationally fmportant idea for 
the restoration of peace in Mexico. Mr. Bar- 
rett felt there could be no objection on the 
part of the president and the secretary of 
state to hig suggestion, because it was in 
eympathy with their purpose to endeavor to 
restore peace and order in the disturbed re- 
public without military Intervention.

Mr. Henry brought his prayer to a sudden 
end and left the senate chamber.

“The prayer was an insult to the senate,” 
eaid Mr. O'Neill afterward. ‘I did not re- 
gard it as proper conduct on the part of a 
minister. His reference to rum and the liquor 
business was all right. I agree with every- 
thing he said on that subject. But when he 
prayed for a dissolution of the partnership 
between the state and criminals I regarded 
tha’ as going too far and casting an insultin 
the faces of the senators.

Similar Prayer in House. 

Mr. Henry also made the prayer in the 
house at the opening of the session before 
going to the senate. His prayer in the house 
was similar to the one in the senate so far 
as references to’ the rum traffic were con- 
cerned, but he went even further in the 
house than in the senate on that subject. In 
the course of his prayer he said: 

‘The members of the legislature accepted 
bribe money from the liquor business when 
the state took the saloonkeepers’ money for 
licenses to run saloons.”’ 

This part of the prayer caused some mem- 
bers of the house to look around, but no one 


epaid anything. 


Mr. Henry, after leaving the state house, 
declined to make any comment on what had 


happened. 


Women’s Labor Bill Advanced. 

Three attempts to amend the K oenig-Dick- 
fnson women’s labor bill failed today in the 
house. The bill was introduced to take the 
place of the Keegan bill, which had been 
amended by the house and had caused the 
Marion county member to resign when his 
provision limiting the hours women can labor 
to forty-eight hours a week was raised to 
fifty-four hours. 

The new bill was introduced in order to re- 
move the name of Representative Kéegan 
from any legislation on woman’s labor be- 
cause Mr. Keegan had referred to the repre- 
sentativer as “ lepers.” 

One of the three amendments offered to 
cripple the bili provided for the exemption of 
canning factories during the canning season; 
another sought to fix the weekly limit on 
woman's labor at fifty-four hours instead of 
fifty, and the third to add to this fifty-four 
hour provision permission for ten hourg 
work in one day. 

The bill as it stands will limit the hours of 
labor of women to fifty a week and nine in 
any one day. It was advanced to engross- 
ment.

Suffragists Hike Twenty Miles. 

Elkton, Md., Feb. 20.—{Special.}—Twenty 
miles on the 20th of February was the record 
the suffrage “‘army’’ made today In the New 
York to Washington hike. — 

Delaware college boys gave an exhibition 
of southern chivalry in their reception of the 
army. An entire cadet battalion of about 
200 boys, headed by their band, marched out 
about two miles to meet the marchers. At 
a cross roads they stacked arms and waijed 
for the suffrage army to appear. When'the 
women hikers appeared the cadets marched 
down the long, straggling main street of the 
little village, followed by their gueste of 
honor. 

Arrived at the Deer Park hotel, the cadets 
halted and. standing at attention, made a 
long line, past which the suffrage army 
marched into the hotel for funch. 

Iowa House Passes Suffrage. 

Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 20.—[ Special. ]}—With 
packed galleries and a crowded house floor, 
both silenced by a ruling of Speaker Cun- 
ningham prohibiting applause of any sort, 
the amendment to the constitution of Iowa 
providing equal suffrage was passed by the 
house this morning. The vote was 81 to 26. 

Michigan for Suffrage Vote. 

Lansing, Mich., Feb. 20.—{Special.J—By a 
vote of 72 to 21 the house today adopted 
Representative Flower’s concurrent resolu- 
tion providing for the submission of the equa) 
suffrage amendment at the spring election.

The Cook county civil service law was de- 
gured iuvaiic ye by the state Sa- 
preme court The cause Was the failure to 
print, as the constitution provides, two 
amendmen ts to one section of the act while it 

was passing through the general assembly. 

The effect of the decision is uncertain. It 
ig agreedi by every One that the county now 
paverte back to the old merit act of 1885. 
That law was held to apply, for sixteen 
years, only to offices under the ministerial 
jurisdiciion of the county board—principally 
tie Charity service of the county. In those 

- offices and cepartments now there are ap- 
proximately Sv employés. 

Certain politicians and some lawyers 
claim that the effect of the decision is to 
exempt all jobs on the county pay roll ex- 
cept those 800. The remaining 1,541 regular 
positions, they claim, have been recovered to 
the polis system: 


Think Old Act Misinterpreted 

The county civt] service commissioners. 
county attorney, and president of the Civil 
Service Reform association held a different 
view. They said yesterday they believe that 
the county civil scrvite commissioners misin- 
terpreted the 1505 act during those years it 
was in effect. 

The present commigsioners said that the 
185 act covers all positions in the county 
service except those exempted by that act 
and except other positions for the filling of 
which there is explicit statutory provisions. 
Those exemptions they estimate at 500. 

Therefore there remain, in their opinion, 
11 positions under civi! service in the coun- 
ty, despite the Supreme court decision. This 
view they intend to fight for. It foNows 
necessarily there will be another court fight 
over civil service, as it is tod much to expect 
that the politicians will.cast aside 1,000 jobs 
without a struggle. 


Merit Board Taker Initiative. 

The county merit board started a war for 
fie interpretation of the 1885 act vesterday 
immediately af receipt of the news that 
the 1911 merit law had been knocked out. 
They made the first move to place the burden 
upon each official to show that theirruling is 
in error.

weekly alimony clause of the wife abandon- 
ment law, but the court held the law valid. 


Upholds Law Against Museums 
Mayor Hatrison’s erueade against mu- 
seurms of anatomy was revived by another 
decision of the state tribunal. Theordinance 
prohibiting museums of this sort, passed at 
the tnstance of the mayor, wae sustained 
and Leon Hornstein, assistant corporation 

counsel, sent word to Chief of Police 
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Mc- 
Weeny that he will be free to enforce it téday. 

The case was that of the city against Al- | 
bert Shaynin, proprietor of one of the mu- 
scums. He was arrested and the case wae 
tMied before Municipal Judge Beitler, who 
held the ordinance invalid because it wae 
“ diseriminatory "’ and that there was noth- 
ing immoral or improper in Shaynin’s ex- 
hibit. 

“ These places removed a large number of 
their displays immediately after the passage 
of the ordinance,’’ said Mr. Hornstein, “ but 
we contended their exhibitions were objec- 
tlonable, indecent and disgusting and that 
the city council had exercised its discretion 
under a valid grant of power from the legis- 
lature." 

Hanish Wins in Decision, 

Ottoman Zar-Adusht Hanish, head of the 
Mazdaznan cult, came off victor in the fight 
over the custody of “ Billy ’ Lindsey, which 
was awarded the boy's mother, Mrs. Elige- 
beth Lindsey, under a decision of the Su- 
preme judges. The decision of the Juvenile 
court that Hanish exercised an improper in- 
fluence over the boy was overruled. 

It was held that Mrs. Lindsey and her son 
are nonresidents of Cook county, that the 
boy is not a dependent person and therefore 

¢. subject to the jurisdiction of the Juvenile 
¢°urt; but the Juvenile court act, attacked by 
the sun cult Jjawyers, was upheld in sweeping 
language. 


Pure Food Law Strengthened. 

The attack of W. T. ice on the Illinois 
pure food jaw failed. He was fined in Chi- 
cago for selling a preservative containing 
boric acid, but he set up the law did not in-+ 
clude such substances in its provisions. The 
decision Was that the act can be construed 
to include harmful preservatives of any na- 


ture. 

The same act was said to have been 
strengthened by a ruling against a technical 
appeal made by Max Striker of Chicago, who 
was convicted for selling gin under a false 
label. 

Incorporated cemetery assqciations may | 
prohibit the burial of negroes within their | 
beunds, according to another decision.

Dunne’s Proposed Oaucus. Fails.

Monopolies have too often 
accomplished by indirection what they could 
not do directly. The holding company is an 
example of this.” 

The governor's statement denies charges 
made during the public hearings that the act 
would prevent a company which may law- 
fully loan money from taking a bond or mort- 
gage to secure a payment. With reference to 
the charge that banks Would be prevented by 
the new legislation from discounting the 
promissory notes of corporations, the gov- 
ernor pointed out that banks were not com- 
peting corporations and did not, therefore, 
come within the provisions of the act.

“The proposed merger should carefully 
tafeguard the public interest against a gigan- 
tle stock jobbing steal, such as that already 
outlined, by excluding ‘ water ‘ from the capi- 
tal account, and in any event to complete and 
exact terms of the plan proposed should be 
submitted to a referendum vote of the people. 
“The city should pay its own employés a 
living wage and such: payments should be 
Made every two weeks. The city should fur- 
ther insist upon a living wage and fair work- 
ing conditions for all employés of public 
Utility. corporations subject to municipal 
Ngulations. . 

“We insist that the collection, removal, 
and disposal of garbage be undertaken by 
the olty by its own vehicles and plants with- 
out the intervention of the spoilsman, and 
that the health department be given full 
Control and be charged with the entire re- 
sponsibility of the service as an’ essential 
Means to protect the city’s health. 

“We favor a bureau in the city health 
fepartment looking, to the remedy of the 
housing conditions. which now-exist among 
the poor of our city’s population, where such 
housing is insufficient. improperly used, and 
lives end health endangered. 


For More Playgrounds and Beaches. 

“ We favor increasing the number of small 
and municipa! playgrounds, parke, and bath- 
ing beaches. :

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TELL OF RATE INCREASES. 


Ask ‘House Committee ‘to Give Com- 
merce Commission More Leeway. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 20.—[Special.]—The 
shipping trust on the great lakes has stamped 
out all competition in freight transportation. 
according to J. C. F. Merrill, secretary, and 
William M, Hopkins, traffic manager of the 
Per singe board of trade, who appeared today 

before a house investigating committee. 
They urged that the interstate commerce 


. commission be given sufficient ‘authority to 


afford shippers relief from this conerten: 


Trunk Lines in Control. 

“ Ninety-five per cent of the lake transpor- 
tation is owned by the trunk lines,’’ said 
Hopkins, ‘“and.100 per cent of the lake trans- 
portation is controlled by them. 

“There has been a constant increase in 
water transportation charges. In 1867 the 
lake through rates were 58 per cent of the all- 
rail rates; in 1868 they were 67 ‘per cent, in 
1872, 70 per cent; in 1890, 72 per cent: from 
1901 to 1907, 78.6 per cent, and from 190T, to 
the present time they are 82.6 per cent. The 
change in the percentage has not been caused 
by any decrease in thé rail rates, but is due 
to increases in all- water rates. 


Compares Shipments to Boston. 

Take the case of two shipments from Chi- 
cago. One is forwarded by the all rail route 
from Chicago to Boston and the other is sent 
by water from Chicago to Buffalo and by 
railroad from Buffalo to Boston. 

“ The interstate commerce commission held 
that on the shipment by lake to Buffalo the 
shipment has to take the local rates from 
Buffalo to Boston, just as if the shipment 
had originated at Buffalo. This was unjust 
for the reason that the shipment by water to 
Buffalo might. be forwarded to boston upon 
the same train as the through shipment from 
Chicago to Boston by rail. The water ship- 
ment to Boston is entitled to share in a pro- 
portionate through all rail rate. 


Advocates Through. Rate. 

“The interstate commerce commission 
should be given more authority over water 
shipments, and something should be done to 
guarantee to through shipments, partly by 
water, a through rate which, so far as the 
railroads’ portion is concerned, would be at 


least as good ag that given a through rail° 


shipment.”’ 

“The interstate commerce commission 
seems to have become finbued wtih the the- 
ory of the railroads that they had the right 
to charge all the traffic will bear,”’ observed 
Representative Hardy.

I wired both Murphy and Garry Herrmana 
in New York, advising the former to trade 


me, and the latter that I 4 not conscientiously 
give Mr. Murphy my best services, and that was 
why I retired from baseball. | 

My object in asking for reinstatement was to 
give Mr. Murphy an opportunity to make some 
sort of a deal h some other club for my serv- 
ices, as I knew at the time there were several clubs 
which would make him a good offer. thus prevent 
ing him suffering a loses and at the same time giv- 
ing me a chance to play in more congenial sur- 
roundings.

particular friend of mine. 

As it Is, I have given Mr Murphy an opportunity 
to recompense himeelf from any lors he might spe~ 
tain, and he has seen fit to decline to accept ft. 
Morally I feel that I am under no obligations te 
him. I wish Johnny Evers every luck in the world 
in managing the Cubs and wish him to realize that 
I am as much for him as in the old days when we 
were both Cubs.

Figures Show Two-Thirds of 
Subscribers Are Satisfied with 
“Tick-Tiek” Machines. 


Telephone rate reductions for the smali 
eonsumer will be sought under a decision 
made by the city council committee on ie 
oll, and electric light yesterday. 


The aldermen instructed E. W. Bemis to i 7 


bring in a report which will confine all the 
preposed decreases to the *‘ nickel phones ”’ 
of householders. His recommendations al- 
most entirely omitted this clase of subscrib- 
‘ers. He was instructed to determine if their 
guarantees could not be cut one-third. 
Ald. James B. Bowler started the commit- 
tee on the subject, but there wesa unanimous 
agreement that unless there is some strong 
reason not yet disclosed against it, ag much 
ae possible of the “‘ surplus " earnings of the 
company should be divided among those 
using the cheapest Sind of service. Bemis 
had recommendeda Beale of reductions bene- 
fiting almost exclusively the users of busi- 
ness telephones or of measured service cost- 
ing $48 or more a@ year. . 


Pro Reduction of $2,500. 
According to his figures, there were 3,081 
two party residence telephones guaranteeing 
two calls a day at 5 centeae call on the com- 
pany’s books March $1, 1910. For the benefit 
of these he proposed a reduction to 4 cents 
for each call above the guarantee <ach 
month, and he estimated the total of these 
reductions at $2,500. 

He recommended no reduction whatever 
for the 72,082 subscribers using four party 
nickel service and guaranteeing one & cent 
. Call a day. His estimate of the reductions 
for the two party nickel buginers telephone 
was $147,000. His other big reductions were 
offered to subscribers for “flat rate’ service 
by @ change to “measured” service. 

Bemis presented figures showing the com- 
pany makes its money on its measured serv- 
ice and ite business and public nickel tele- 
phones, but Ald. Bowler based his argument 
on figures thet followed shewing that the 
residence nickel service more than pays for 
itself. The company’s average profit on the 
two party line of this sort is $4.66 a year, 
and even the four party line shows a profit of 
12 cents. 


“Tick-Tick” Report Presented, 

City Electrician Carroll presented his re- 
port on “ tick-tick”’ telephones. Of the 521 
subscribers using the “ nickel first’ device 
to whom his assistants talked, 347, or two- 
thirds, were satisfied with the service and the 
other third, or 174, complained against it; 127 
gave no reason for preferring the “ nickel 
last’’ type of coin box, 21 complained of dif- 
ficulty in having nickels returned, but only 
four raised the point that they feared trouble 
because of emergency calls when no nickel 
was at hand.
